Ever since his 
accession to the throne the actual ruling 
power has been m the hands of the agents 
of France and England, who ‘collected the 
revenues, dividing them between the Khe- 
dive and the bond-holders. This Euro 
control irritated the natives and ca the 
rebellion led by Arabi Pasha in 1881, 
France refusing her aid, England put down 
the revolt alone, and since that time has 
had sole charge of the Egyptian govern- 
ment, But the British ocoupation has not 
been successful, In 1883 a religious war 
began in the Soudan under * El Mahdi.” 
The revolt was allowed to grow until it 
could not be suppressed without enormous 
cost of men and money, After great lomes 
the British abandoned Equatorial Africa 
and most of Nubia to the rebels, but not 
until the expenses of the war had plunged 
Kaye more deeply than ever into debt.

How Dimes ans Mapsjaxp Counren, 


It is not generally known that the United 
States M.nt, on Fifth street, eays the San 
‘ranciaco icle, ia the instita- 


lively demand for silver ‘dimes, and hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars of them are be- 
ing shipped to New York, Chicago, Cincia- 
nati, St. Louis, and other Eastern cities. 
Two of the money presses have been for 
some time running ex:lusively on this coin. 
The demand ic so great that these machines 
are not even stepped on Sandays and will 
be run on that day throughout the p-esent 
The process of dime making is an 
one. The silver bullion is first 
melted and run into two-pound bare. These 
in turn are run through immense rollers and 
flattened out to the thickness of the coin. 
These silver strips are then passed through a 
machine which cats them into the pro 
size for the presses, the strips firet bav 
been treated with a kind of tallow to pre. 
vent their being scratched in their passage 
through the cutters. The silver pieces are 
then put into the feeder of the printing 
presses, and are fed to the die by automatic 
atthe rate of 100 
mes being turned ont 
working day of eight hoars.
